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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Mattes et al. (US Pat. 6,380,842) discloses an electronic key 2 serve for activating said 
functions and are actuated manually by the user. The actuating members 14, 15, 16 of the key 2 
are designed as buttons and are provided with symbols which indicate the corresponding 
functions. In the present case, there are three buttons, specifically a locking button 14 for 
locking the automobile doors 4, an opening button 15 for unlocking the automobile doors 4 and 
a trunk button 16 for opening the trunk lid (col. 4, lines 30-38). The electronic key 2 can be 
programmed with an additional individual code by the user, for which purpose a circuit 24 for 
programming is arranged in the key 2 (col. 5, lines 24-39). However, Mattes nor any other prior 
art of record disclose in their entirety nor in combination the claimed portable transmitter 
comprising: a plurality of switches, each of which is linked with a corresponding one of the 
functions; an operation command generating means for generating an operation command that 
causes a corresponding one of the vehicular devices to provide a selected one of the functions, 
which is selected upon operation of a corresponding one of the switches; a transmitting means 
for performing wireless transmission of the operation command upon reception of the operation 
command from the operation command generating means; a storage means for storing link 
data, which includes a plurality of links, wherein each link connects between a corresponding 
one the switches and a corresponding one of the functions; an interface means for receiving an 
external command outputted from an external device; and a write control means for writing the 
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link data in the storage means based on the external command received through the interface 
means, wherein the operation command generating means generates the operation command 
based on the link data stored in the storage means.
